Orgamzed December 30, 1833 Incorporated March 1, 189S

The first Veteran Firemen's Associci, -lOn of which ther 
is any record was organized at Boston, December 30, 1833, 
when Thomas C. Amory was chief of the fire department 
and Charles Wells was Mayor. 

It was not organized for social and beneficial purposes' 
as were the many veteran associations of the present time 
(1904), but for reserve duty, as were the veteran regiments 
during tlie war of tlie rebellion. Its constitution provided 
that its purpose was " To man any engine destitute of a 
company for the term of one month, so that the city shall 
have the service of the engine while a company is forming 
for it, also to assist any part of the department, or perform 
any duty they may be called upon to do by any engineer." 

Seven years before, the fire department had been en- 
tirely reorganized by Mayor Josiah Quincy ; the old time 
board of fire wards succeeded by a board of engineers with 
a chief who devoted his entire time to the service, and many 
other modern improvements adopted. The original mem- 
bers of the Veteran Association consisted of those who had 
served as active firemen during the entire seven years the 
department had been under the new system, which estab- 
lished the seven-year term of service to entitle one to receive 
a veteran's certificate, a custom which has prevailed to, and 
is in operation at the present time, 

The original and first members of the Veteran Associa- 
tion were not all ex-members of the department. Many 
were then in active service, and a number of its officers and 
directors were prominent department officials. 

In addition to operating apparatus without companies, 
its mission was to remedy some of the evils which then 
existed in the department, and to improve the service in 
every way possible, as mentioned in the address it issued to 
the public, herewith introduced verbatim. 

Who originated the idea of its organization cannot now 
be ascertained, but its prime movers and organizers were 
among those who were elected as its first board of officers. 

Preliminary meetings were held by its promoters and 
arrangements made for its organization-, resulting in issuing 
to the public through the local newspapers the following 
notice :

Col. Thomas C. Amory, t'hief of the Department, was 
elected Chairman of the meeting, and Mr. Eaton, then an 
assistant engineer, Secretary. 

Aside from a general discussion of the proposed organi- 
zation, the only important action of the meeting was the 
adoption of the following resolutions : 

Resolved, That we experience the most heartfelt satis- 
faction in meeting each other on this occasion, and that we 
will one and all, at all times and on all occasions, use our 
best efforts to maintain the respectability, ihe good order, 
harmony and efficiency of the Boston Fire Department. 

Resolved, That it is expedient to form an association of 
seven-year members of the Boston Fire Department, to be 
composed of such only as are willing to work when the 
public exigency requires. 

Resolved, That Wm. G. Eaton, David Parker, James 
Boyd, Charles S. Clark, Charles F. Kupper, Jr., John B. 
Parker and Henry Curtis be appointed a committee to con- 
sult with the Chief Engineer, and the Mayor and Aldermen, 
in relation to the manner in which we can best render 
further service to the public and to the department, and to 
draft a constitution for the consideration of an adjourned 
meeting. 

A committee consisting of W. G. Eaton, Foreman Rufus 
R. Cook of Lyman Engine Co. No. 5, and Foreman John 
Tuttle of Cataract Engine Co. No. 14, who were appointed 
a committee at a preliminary meeting of its promoters to 
have the organization matters in charge, were instructed by 
this meeting to call an adjourned meeting.

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Firewards for the Town of Boston 

1711 to 182"^ inclusive 

Compiled by Past President SAMUEL ABBOTT, JR., 
Superintendent of Boston Protective Department. 



(Jn I ictober .31, 1710, the town of Boston was divided into fire districts, under the management of firewards, which 
office was created by the following act of the General Court at this date : 

AX ACT proxidin'j in case of fire for the more speedy extinguishment thereof and for the preserving of goods 
endangered thereby. 

Whereas, by reason of the contiguity and adjoining of the hou.ses and dwellings within the town of Boston, persons 
are under great affrightment and hurry upon the breakiiit; out of fire, and not only the person in whose house the fire 
first breaks out, but the neighbourhood, are concerned to employ their utmost diUigence and application to extinguish 
the fire and prevent the progress thereof, and to preserve in substance by tjje removal of their goods, being glad of the 
assistance of others in that regard, and divers evilminded and wicked persons, on pretence of charitable offering their 
help, taking advantage of such confusion and calamities to rob, plunder, embezzle, convey away and conceal the goods 
and effects of their distressed neighbours. 

For preventing whereof, 
Be it enacted by his excellency the governor, council and representatives, in general court assembled, and by the authority 
of the same, that it shall and may be lawful to and for the justices of the peace and selectmen of the town of Boston 
from time to time to appoint such number of prudent persons of known fidelity, not exceeding ten, in the several parts of the 
Town, as they may think fit, who shall be denotninated and called Fire-Wards, and have a proper badge assigned to distin- 
guish them in their office, a stafl of five feet in length coulered red, and headed with a bright brass spire of six inches long, 
and at times of the breaking forth of fire and daring the continuance thereof, shall, and hereby are fully authorized and 
empowered to command and require assistance for the extinguishing and putting out the fire, and for removing of household 
stuff, furniture, goods and merchandise out of any dwelling-houses, storehouses or other buildings actually on fire or in 
danger thereof and guards to secure and take care of the same, as also to require assistance for the pulling down or blowing 
up of any houses or any other service relating thereto by the direction of two or three of the chief civil or military officers of 
the Town, as is by law provided, to stop and prevent the further spreading of the fire, and to suppress all tumults and 
disorder. 

And the officers from time to time appointed as aforesaid are required upon the notice of fire breaking forth, taking 
their badge with them, immediately to repair to the place, and vigorously to exert their authority for the requiring of 
assistance, and using utmost endeavours to extinguish or prevent the spreading of the fire and to preserve and secure the 
estate of the inhabitants ; and due obedience is required to be yielded to them and each of them accordingly for that service. 

And all dLsobedience, ne^^lect or refusal in any, shall be informed of to .some of her majesty's justice of the peace 
within two days next after, and the offenders therein, upon conviction thereof, befoie any two justices, quorum unus, shall

forfeit and pay the sum of forty shillings each, to be levied and distributed by the discretion of the selectmen amongst the poor 
most distressed by flre, and in case the offender or offenders are unable to satisfy the fine, then to suffer ten days' imprison- 
ment. 

And be it furthei enacted by the authority aforesaid, that if any evilminded wicked person shall take advantage of 
such calamity to rob, plunder, purloin, embezzle, convey away or conceal any goods, merchandise or effects of the distressed 
inhabitants whose houses are on flre or endangered thereby and put upon removing their goods, and shall not restore and give 
notice thereof to the owner or owners, if k7\own, or bring them into such public place as shall be appointed and assigned by 
the governor and council, within the space of two days next after proclamation made for that purpose, the person or persons 
so offending, and being thereof convicted shall be deemed thieves and suffer the utmost severities of the pain and penalties 
by the law provided against such.

The first general election of (10) Fire-wards was March 10, 1745. 

The number of Fire-wards were increased to 12 in 1753 ; 16 in 1764 ; 24 in 1798 ; .30 in 1819 ; 36 in 1822 ; in 1824, 3 
from each Ward. 

June 18, 1825, an Act was passed by the Legislature establishing a Fire Department in the city of Boston. 

At a meeting of the citizens in Faneuil Hall, July 7, 1825, the act was accepted. 

In December, 1825, the City Council passed " An Ordinance for the prevention and extinguishment of fires and 
establishing a Fire Department." The ordinance provided for " a chief engineer and twenty other engineers," also flre men, 
engine men, hose men, etc. The election and appointment of said engineers by said ordinance was to take place annually in 
the month of January. 

In January, 182(1, Samuel Devens Harris was nominated and chosen chief engineer. In the same month the following 
named gentlemen were chosen engineers : — Daniel C. Bacon, Simon Wilkinson, Alexander H. Gibbs, Thomas H. Perkins, Jr., 
Benjamin Darling, Henry Fowle, Jr., Brewster Reynolds, George Darracott, John Candler, William Tileston, William 
Tucker, John Farrie, Jr., .loseph D. Emery, Alpheus Stetson, Gerry Fairbanks, Thomas B. Curtis, Oliver C. Greenleaf, 
Samuel F. Coolidge, Horace Fox and Flavel Moseley. A few days later in the same month. Tucker and Greenleaf declined, 
and William H. Prentice and Joel Prouty were chosen in their stead. In February, .John Farrie, Jr. , Flavel Moseley, 
Brewster Reynolds and Thomas B. Curtis declined serving, and James Clark, Charles Wells, Nathan Viles and Mark Weare, 
were chosen in their places. 

In June, Samuel F. Coolidge declined serving and Benjamin T. Reed was chosen in his stead.

This picture of our first President is copied from a 
card photograpli, the only one in the possession of his 
daughters, who reside at the old homestead in Brookline. 

Capt. Munroe was born in Lexington, Mass., November 
29, 1798. He was christened Harrison Gray Otis Munroe, 
and under that name was married to Sophia Harrington, of 
Lexington, December 12, 1822. The house in which they 
were married, a relic of revolutionary days, is still standing, 
facing Lexington Common, and is occupied by the Town 
Clerk, Geo. Harrington, a relative of Sophia. 

In early life he learned the trade of shoemaking, and 
for a short time filled the position of school-teacher. 

At the time of his marriage he was engaged in the grain 
business with his brother Edwin, under the firm name of 
E. & 0. Munroe, having discarded the '-Harrison Gray" 
part of his name, and was always known thereafter as 
simply "Otis." Their store was on Codman's Wharf, on 
the site now occupied by the rotunda of Quincy Market. 
After the building of the market the firm moved to Com- 
mercial Street, where they continued in business until 
about 1884. 

His father, Philemon Munroe, was a veteran of the 
Revolutionary War, and belonged to the Lexington Com- 
pany. 

Mr. Munroe's record as a Boston fireman is a most 
noted one. He was appointed an "Engine Man" Decem- 
ber 4, 1823, and assigned to Engine No. 7 "Extinguisher," 
which was located near the site of the Old Court House. 
It was a crack company, composed of many of Boston's best 
citizens. 

A copy of this certificate, one-quarter the size of the 
original, is presented herewith. It is a "Town" Certificate 
changed to "City," as Boston was made a City in 1822, and 
either for the purpose of economy or neglect to have new 
ones printed, they used what they had on hand. 

As in all matters that he was interested, he gave his 
earnest efforts in behalf of the Department, and was recog- 
nized as authority on all subjects affecting its interest, and 



it was in a measure owing to his suggestion that the depart- 
ment was reorganized under Mayor Quincy, in 1825, and 
two new engines, the "New York" and the "Philadelphia," 
were introduced. 

In 1826 Mr. Munroe was asked to form a new company 
and in twenty-four hours the work was accomplished and 
Old North No. 1 elected him Captain, a position he held for 
eleven consecutive years. His certificate as member of No. 
1 is dated April lij, 182.5, signed by Josiah Quincy, Mayor, 
and and S. F. McCleary, City Clerk. 

In 1839, under Mayor Eliot's administration, the fire 
department depreciated in service and, being a strictly vol- 
unteer organization, Captain Munroe suggested making it a 
paid force, under which it would be possible to enforce dis- 
cipline, and his idea was adopted ; the old force was dis- 
charged and a new one organized. This course caused 
some jealousy and friction between the old and the new 
men. 

During this trouble Captain Munroe was an engineer, 
and devoted his energies to making the company perfect in 
matters of discipline, and he soon brought order out of 
chaos. After serving as engineer for three years he re- 
signed and went back to his first love. Old North No. 1. 

In the archives of the Boston Veteran Firemen's Asso- 
ciation is an autograph list of the men living in 1869 who 
had belonged to "Old North." It is the gift of Mr. Walter 
H. Dugan of Brookline, grandson of Captain Munroe. 
Among the names are many of Boston's most noted citizens 
in the various walks of life. Their average age at that date 
was 65 years — James H. Bennett, 2d, being the oldest, 78 
years, while Captain Munroe came next, aged 71 years. 
Among the 38 names we notice that of Moses Kimball, clerk, 
and Alvan Adams, founder of the express business, at one 
time foreman. 

When the Boston Veteran Association was reorganized 
in 1878 it elected for its first president Captain Otis Mun- 
roe, and for its first vice-president Captain Charles H. 
Stearns, both of whom were active members of the original 
Association organized in 1833. During the years 1878, 
1879 and 1880 Captain Munroe was re-elected president 
and Captain Stearns vice-president. When elected he was 
80 years of age and continued an active member of the 
Association until his death, May 10, 1894, Aged 95 years, 
5 months and 11 days. 

In the home at Brookline, carefully preserved by his 
daughters. Miss Sophia Munroe and Mrs. Rebecca Dugan, is 
a beautiful silver pitcher, made of new American half dol- 
lars, contriubted by the members of the Old North Engine 
Company No. 1. On one side is a fine engraved picture of 
the engine, and on the reverse the following inscription :

This token of love is one of the many tributes to the 
character, the ability, and the genial disposition of "Our 
First President," and before many years will pass into the 
possession of his only grandson, Mr. Walter H. Dugan, 
who, having retired from active business, is following the 
example of his ancestor and devoting his time to the welfare 
of others, as a director in the Young Men's Choral Union of 
Boston.
